Texas Car Sales Top 1928 
But Run Below Year Ag 


ALLAS, Tex., Aug. 15 (UTPS).— 

Automobile sales in Dallas and 
mest sections of Texas are holding 
up exceedingly well when compared 
te the same period of 1928, regarded 
as a normal year in Texas. But they 
are far below 1929, an abnormal 
year. 

According to J. H. Connell, execu- 
tive secretary of the Dallas Auto- 
mobile Trades Association, a total 
of 1,035 units were sold in Dallas in 
July, which brought the total for 
the first seven months of the year! 
to 7,800, as compared with 7,265 for 
the frist seven months of 1928. 

Reports from a dozen of the larg- 
est cities in Texas are that the new 
car sales for July this year are some 
greater than for the preceeding 
month and are above or about even | 
with the sales for the same month | 
in 1928. 

The dealers appear to be in a bet- | 
ter position with regard to new car) 
stocks than they have been for some 
time. Practically none of them is 
“overloaded.” 

The prospects for the remainder 
of the year are good. With the new 
cars on the market and the prices 
as low as they are expected, the in- 
dications are the trading in new cars 
will be brisk for the remainder of 
the year. 

The cotton crop is beginning to 
move. The estimates place the crop 
in Texas at 4,500,000 bales. This, 
means some $230,000,000 will be put, 
in circulation in the state in the| 
next ninety days.

dent inventor, $206,747.75 for infringing his patent on dise 
automobile wheels. 

In a decision rendered August 12, 1926 and subsequently 
affirmed by the Circuit Court of Appeals, Judge Tuttle ruled 
the wheel corporation has made illegal use of Hoffman’s 
patent for an adaptor flange to strengthen disc wheels and 
directed Sayers to fix the amount of the damage. 

Testimony which filled thousands of pages of records 
has been taken by Sayers since. He decided that Hoffman 
should be awarded 15 cents on each of the 1,267,905 wheels 
manufactured between January 1, 1922 and November 14, 
1928, or a total of $190,185.75. Together with interest of 
$16,462, this will bring the total sum to be received by Hoff- 
man to $206,727.75. . a ‘

EW YORK, Aug. 15.—Retail sales 

of new Chevrolet passenger cars 
in the first six months of this year 
exceeded the corresponding period 
of last year in seventeen states and 
the District of Columbia, according 
to half-year registration statistics. 
This compares with gains in nine- 
teen states and the District of Co- 
lumbia by the Ford car. 


The states in which the Chevrolet 
increases were made were more 
widely distributed than those in 
which the Ford set up gains. While 
fifteen of the nineteen states in 
which the Ford gained were close 
to the Atlantic seaboard, the Chev- 
rolet increases were made in every 
section of the country. 

One state in New England re- 
ported higher Chevrolet sales, two 
in the East, five in the District of 
Columbia and in the South, three 
in the Great Lakes region, three in 
the agricultural belt of the Middle 
West, two in the Rocky Mountain 
sector and one on the Pacific Coast. 

In only one geographical division 
of the country did the Chevrolet 
sales show a gain in the aggregate, 
however, this being the agricultural 
section of the Middle West.

not a new idea, the A. S. A. pointed 
out, although interest in it was re- 
vived by recent action of the manu- 
facturers.

The Oxweld type NA-3 acetylene 
generator, shown in the illustration, 
is for plants using low-pressure 
welding and cuttirs avparatus and | 
delivers to a storage holder, which 
is weighted to supply acetylene to| 
the shop piping system at a pres-| 
sure of 20 in. water column. 

In operation, the carbide is con- 
veyed from the hopper to the gen- 
eratiing chamber by a rotary feed 
screw driven by a slow speed recip- 
rocating water motor.
